MADRID, Feb. 17.—(4)—Whipped 
into unified action by their new com- 
mand, government troops forced an 
offensive today in the Jarama front 
to smash the Insurgent attack on the 
Valencia highway.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—(AP)— 
The soft coal industry replied ‘‘ut- 
terly impossible” today to John L. 
Lewis’ demand for a 30-hour work 
week and a 15 per cent pay raise 
for his 400,000 bituminous coal 
miners. 

After thus bluntly rejecting the 
United Mine Workers’ proposals, 
the coal operators demanded that 
the present work week be increased 
from 35 to 40 hours and that hour- 
ly pay rates be cut 15 per cent. 

With this exchange, negotiations 
toward a new wage and hour agree- 
ment got under way. The present 
contract expires at midnight, March 
31. 

Both Lewis and Charles P. 
O’Neill, spokesman for the opera- 
tors, expressed hope the new agree- 
ment could be reached without a 
strike, but Lewis warned the opera- 
tors that the miners would not work 
April 1 without a contract. 

Appalachian Parley. 

The miners and operators stated 
their demands at the opening session 
of the Appalachian joint wage con- 
ference. Technically, this conference 
fixes wages and hours only for the 
commercial mines in the vast Appa- 
lachian fields, reaching from central 
Pennsylvania to Tennessee. 

All other mine wages and hours, 
however, are based on the Appalachian 
standard. 


The increase the miners asked 
would amount to 50 cents a day for 
those men hired by the day, bringing 
the basic daily wage from $5.50 to 
$6 in the north and from $5.10 to 
$5.60 in the south. 

The miners also asked for an in- 
crease of 15 cents in the combined 
cutting and loading rate—(two cents 
to the cutter and 13 to the loader);

Louie Wright. assistant state came 
and fish commissioner. was showing 
Beau Hudson and me the quail at the 
Georgia state game farm in DeKalb 
county the other afternoon. and as 
we viewed with wonder and amaze- 
ment the new equipment. Mr. Wright 
reminded us that with the old equip- 
ment they were able to release more 
than 6,000 quail last year and that 
this year’s goal was not less than 
10.000 birds to be released through- 
ont the state. That seems a tremend- 


¢ous number of quail, doesn't it? But 


that is but the beginning of what they 
have in mind for the future. With the 
wonderful new equipment, now near- 
ing completion, they can raise 100.000 
birds a year when they get everything 
working. 

Mr Wright showed us approximate- 
ly 2,000 quail the other afternoon, 
now being held until the hunting seu- 
son ends. They will then be release 
for distribution throughout the sta‘e 
for mating and raising their families 
in the woods and fields and swam)s 
of Georgia. They will select 500 pair 
of quail from which they will get 
all the eggs they need for incuba- 
tion—certainly not less than 10,000 
this year. I could have stayed ont 
there a week, watching the birds and 
the excellent provisions made for feed- 
ing and otherwise caring for them. 
The location of this state quail farm, 
some ten miles from Atlanta. is ideal 
for the purpose. They have built the 
principal buildings, all out of native 
logs and lumber sawed from the acre- 
age. The main lodge is one of the best 
buildings of the sort I have anywhere 
seen—an old-fashioned log house with 
cement foundation, ete. It will last 
indefinitely. ” 

The game and fish department also 
have three fish hatcheries, one at 
Summerville, one at Ways, and one, 
at Millen, modern in every respect, 
from which they annually release 
seven million fish suitable for Geor- 
gia takes and streams.

Miners’ Proposals 
For Hours, Wages | 


Legislatures Split 
On Court Proposal 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—(AP)— 
Here is the complete text of the 
demands made by the United Mine 
Workers to the Appalachian bitu- 
minous conference here today: 


There shall be established a six- 
hour day, five-day week (30 hours 
a week), for all persons emploved 
in and around the mines, with the 
following exceptions: 


All mine workers engaged in the 
transportation of men and coal shall 
work the additional time necessary 
to handle man-trips and all coal in 
transit. Outside employes engaged 
in dumping. handling and prepara- 
tion of coal and the manufacture of 
coke shall work the additional time 
necessary, not to exceed thirty (30) 
minutes, to dump and prepare the 
coal delivered to the tipple each 
day and complete the usual duties” 
incidental to the operation of coke 
ovens. This rule shall not encour- 
age the working of overtime except 
where it is necessary to take care 
of the conditions named. All time 
worked in excess of six hours a day 
shall be considered as overtime. 


FLAT INCREASE 
OF 15 CENTS A TON 


There shall be a flat increase of 
15 cents a ton added to the com- 
bined eutting and loading rates, 13 
cents (13c) of which shall be given 
to the loader and. two cents (2c) 
to the cutter, a fifty cents (50c) a 
day increase to alt.outside and in- 
side day wage mén, with propor- 
tionate increases to monthly men; 
a twenty-five cents (25c) a ton in- 
crease to all pick mining 
twenty per cent (20 per cent) in- 
erease on all yardage and dead 
work: and the application of in- 
creases on conveyors and mechani- 
cal loading machines and for all 
strip mines shall be made the 
equivalent of the increases granted 
to the hand loaders. 

The standard for basic tonnage 
rates shall be (2,000) pounds per 
ton; where the gross ton of 2.240 
pounds is the measure, the equiva- 
lent rate shall be paid. 


TIME AND ONE-HALF 
FOR ALL OVERTIME 


To eliminate the constant trend 
toward overtime and to increase em- 
ployment where the practice of 
working overtime is resorted to, all 
overtime shall be paid at the rate 
of time and one-half. Double time 
shall be paid for Sundays and holi- 
dars. 

A minimum of 200 days’ employ- 
ment each year shall be guaranteed 
to all mine workers employed in 
and around the mines. , Day men 
shall be paid the regular rates of 
pay provided in district wage agree- 
ments for each day less than the 
guaranteed YOO. and tonnage men 
shall be paid a basic $6 a day rate 
for each day less than the guaran- 
teed 200. 

A two weeks’ vacation with pay 
shall be granted to all men working 
in and around the mines. Day 
men shall be paid the regular rates 
of pay provided in district wage 
Agreements. and tonnage men shall 
be paid $6 a day for thé vacation 
period : 
Considerations shall be given to 
the elimination of all inequitable 
differentials both in and > between 
districts and a proper determination 
shall be made of them in accord- 
ance with facts and equity.

Editors of Georgia will convene today at Athens in the 
annual meeting of the Georgia Press Institute. 


It really is an institute of the press outside the met- 
ropolitan areas, editors of those sections being admitted 
by a sort of sufferance. They have large staffs and 
much machinery and the editor of the weekly paper or 
the small daily regards himself as a real newspaperman 
who may set a little type, sell some advertising and may- 
be feed the press and make up the paper. He has a sort 
of patience with the editors from the metropolitan 
dailies. 

The rural press of Georgia is one of the finest in America. 
It annually does an intelligent job.and works diligently and suc- 
cessfully for the communities it represents. 

Most of its edtors recall the days when newspapering was 
newspapering. And when editing was very closely akin to that 
described by the late Mark Twain in his famous essay, *‘Journal- 
ism in Tennessee.”’ 

Twain, in this essay, recalls how he journeyed south 
when physicians told him his health demanded it, and 
obtained a job on a weekly paper in east Tennessee. The 
spirit of journalism there in those days was closely allied 
to that which existed in Georgia when men were men 
and kings did not become engaged to Mrs. Wally 
Simpson. 

Twain recounts that he was called upon to go through the 
exchanges and from them collect some items to go under the 
heading, ‘The Spirit of Journalism.” 


“THE BESOTTED BLACKGUARD.” 


He did the job, mentioning the fact a rival editor was ques- 
tioning the election of a county official and that the position 
was sustained by another editor. His comment was kindly and 
correct. ‘ 

His employer was thunderstruck. 

“Thundering and lighting,” he said, “do you think I am 
going to speak of those cattle that way?” 

Whereupon he took his pen and sent it scratching over the 
paper rather violently. 

“Here,” he said, when finished, “is the way it should be 
done.”’ 

And the astounded Twain read as follows: 

“‘We observe that the besotted blackguard of the 

Mud Springs Morning Howl is giving out, with his usual 

propensity for lying, that Van Werter is not elected. 

The heaven-born mission of journalism is to disseminate 

truth, to eradicate error, to educate, refine and elevate 

the tone of public morals and manners, and make all 
men more gentle, more virtuous, more charitable, and in 

all ways better, holier and happier. And yet this black- 

hearted scoundrel degrades his office persistently to the 

dissemination of falsehood, calumny, vituperation and 
vulgarity. The crawling insect Buckner, who edits the 

Hurrah, is braying about his business with his customary 

imbeciltiy and imagining that he is talking sense.”’

Market Outlook

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—(UP)— 

The steel industry furnished the stock 
market with its chief problem tonight 
as world demand increased and the 
possibility of labor difficulties grew 
more serious. 

The uncertainty of this situation 
was reflected in the wavering market. 
Stocks advanced at mid-session as 
strong buying came _ into railroad 
shares, carrying the average to a new 
high for the year. Near the close 
profit-taking developed and the mar- 
ket finished no better than irregular 
with trading volume around 2,500,( 
shares. 

The industrial situation was reveal- 
ed today by the magazine Iron Age. 
On the favorable side were such fac- 
tors as: 

1. Railroads are using more steel 
than they have in six or seven years. 

2. Expanding demand is again add- 
ing to mill backlogs as new business 
exceeds shipments. Production was

3. World famine in pig iron, scrap 
and steel is having unusual repercus- 
sions. Upward of 100,000 tone of pig 
iron has recently been e6old to Japan

some producers indifferent. 

Steel scrap prices rising. Re- 
ports from Chicago today said eales 
were highest in 17 years and further 
strength appeared likely. 

But combating these extremely fa- 
vorahle statistics for the major heavy 
industry of the nation is the possi- 
bility of labor demands. Many see 
the present coa] mining difficulties— 
conferences going o& now—as having 
serious effects on the steel industry 
if a strike is called. A coal scarcity 
undoubtedly would eut into steel pro- 
duction even though producing com- 
panies are understood to be building 
up coal supplies now. 

But other business statistics are 
excellent and keep the market from 
The export price 
of copper rose to 14.10 cents a pound 
while copper futures trading totaled 
4,425 tons, the heaviest on record, 
with prices the highest since April, 
1930. Electric power production made 
a fairly good showing. Railroad earn- 
ings report reveal excellent recovery 
in 1936 which likely will be extend- 
ed this year as carloadings improve.

RESTRICTION ON BEER 
S UPHELD BY COURT 


Persistent Violators Are 
Warned Padlock May Be 
Invoked by Hornsby. 


Laws regulating the sale of wine 


and beer in Atlanta will be strictly 


'enforced and places continually vio- 
lating the city ordinances will be pad- 


locked, Police Chief M. A. Hornsby 
announced yesterday following a su- 
erior court decision upholding the 
egality of the bans on sales after 
midnight and on Sundays. 

Judge John D. Humpbries yester 
day ruled the city has the right and 
power to regulate the sale of wine 
and beer in any way the city admin- 
istration sees fit. 

The police chief said all officers are 
under instructions to enforce the mid- 
night and Sunday beer and wine pro- 
hibition and that cases will be made 
against all violators. 

Mayor Hartsfield and members of 
the police committee at the last meet- 
ing told the chi f that legal procedure 


'to padlock all disorderly places will 
| be taken upon continuous violation 


of city ordinances. 
Disorderly Houses Warned. 
Hornsby said this will apply not 


only to dealers who fail to observe the 
| Closing hours on wine and beer sales 
but will apply to disorderly houses 
as well. 


Licenses of dealers who violate the 


‘prohibition ordinances will be revok- 
ed and the places they occupy will be 


closed and padlocked if the police are 
forced to make several cases against 
different dealers in the same location, 
it was said. 

Hartsfield asserted he will furnish 
Solicitor General John A. Boykin with 
information concerning the offenders 


_and the landlords who rent to them 


for the purpose of having the places 


legally termed public nuisances and 


closed by law. 

The police committee plans to warn 
landlords that this procedure will be 
taken if they rent their property for 
unlawful purposes. 

“The police department is going to 
enforce the law strictly.” said Chief 
Hornsby yesterday. “Wine and beer 
dealers have received notice and they 
must observe the laws or else face the 
courts.”’ 

Ordinance Held Legal. 


In sustaining the city’s demurrer, 


dinance was legal as the sale of beer 
comes under the class of regulatory 
business and for that reason the coun- 
me: can pass measures governing its 
sale. 

No distinction could be made be- 
tween saloons, bars and restaurants 
if places selling lunches were permit- 
ted to sell beer or wine on Sunday 
and the other business housese were 
not, the judge ruled. 

“This fight by the beer dealers on 
this city ordinance is hopeless,” the 
judge declared, “and they should grace- 
fully accept the regulations passed on 
them by the city which issues them the 
license.” 

Welburn Ellis and A. L. Henson, at- 
torneys for Ed Lindsey, Gordon street 
beer dealer, who had filed the petition 
seeking to block enforcement of the 
ordinance, announced they would carry 
the fight to the state supreme court. 
They declared the ordinance was un- 
constitutional as it violates Lindsey's 
property rights in that it interferes 
with his Sunday restaurant business. 

Judge Humphries, from the bench, 
declared the only recourse the beer 
dealers had was to get a new mayor 
and council who are sympathetic to 
their reasoning. 

Not for Recall. 

“Do you favor a recall, your hon- 
or?” Ellis asked Judge Humphries 
with a smile. 

‘T am not strong on this recall busi- 
ness,” the judge replied. “I have never 
favored the recall of laws or of of- 
ficials.” 

Judge Humphries said he believed 
the city would require beer de2iers in 
the future to sign an agreement prom- 
ising to abide by the city ordinances. 

Lindsey’s lawyers also contended 
the state revenue commission has sole 
right to regulate beer sales and mu- 
nicipalities only have the right to issue 
or decline to issue permits. ; 

Charles Murphy, assistant city at- 
torney, contended no property right 
was involved and a ¢ourt of equity 
could not interfere with criminal law 
enforcement. Judge Humphries held 
he could legally hear the case on its 
merits. He cited a recent supreme 
court decision which he said estapisi- 
ed a city’s right to regulate beer sales.
